The 
one herein described bears all the master touches of the great 
miniaturist, and is perfect, with the exception of a slight 
crack {almost unnoticable) over the face. 

This identical portrait was presented by Joseph Bonaparte 
to the late Professor Leidy of Philadelphia, who presented it 
to the late Wm. B. Mann, of Philadelphia, with a sworn 
affidavit to that effect, signed by Chas. N. Mann, who in- 
herited it from his father 's estate.

The artist of the above pictures, James Sharpless, was 
born in England about and came to this country in 

IJ94-- The only knozvn works which we have of him, and 
which are unquestionably authentic, are a collection of small 
portraits in pastel, and are on a thick gray paper, softly 
grained and of a wooly texture, the same as he used in all 
his small portraits. The colored crayons which he used to 
execute the portraits he manufactured himself. He kept 
them finely powdered in small glass cups, and he applied 
them with a earners hair pencil. He usually made a replica 
of each portrait, which he retained for his own use, and this 
personal collection came into the possession of a gentleman 
of Virginia. Each one originally had the name of the sub- 
ject attached, but during the Civil War a descendant of the 
owner removed them from his home and many of the names 
were lost. Out of the ijo in the collection, only 70 of the 
names were preserved. He painted, during his stay in this 
country, many members of the Continental Congress and the 
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eminent men of the time, including his well-known portrait 
of Washing-ton. The above portraits are from the collection 
of Col. Frank M. Etting. 

EDWARD G. MALBONE, BY HIMSELF.

The subject drazun, fames Campbell, 
was connected tvith Chief fustice Roger Brooke Taney, who 
married into his family, and grandfather to the wife of Col.

Bass Otis was born in New England in 1784. His 
reputation was gained in painting portraits from life of 
which he executed many of our most noted countrymen. He 
was also noted for executing the first design upon stone in 
this country. These two portraits are probably among the 
best specimens of his art, whilst his technique is a little harsh, 
the management of light and the treatment of the color would 
be hard to surpass. 

53 Bass Otis. His Original Manuscript Memorandum Book, 
in which he has enumerated many of the portraits of emi- 
nent characters which he painted and the prices he re- 
ceived, and also numerous entries of various engravings 
which he executed, as well as notes on painting and 
directions for his palette. Throughout the book are 
several very clever pen and ink and pencil drawings by 
him, including a group of Caleb Cresson's Children. The 
work is. of exceeding interest, as it furnishes a chronolog- 
ical index of many paintings which he executed.

It depicts Boone in his latter days in the conventional garb

course Sully is so well known that it is hardly necessary for 
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us to say that he was born in England, 1783, came to this 
country in 1806, and soon rose to prominence as a portrait 
painter.

This is probably the finest portrait of Henry Clay ex- 
tant. It presents " the Star of the West," as his admirers 
called him, at the best period of his life, and is one of the most 
beautiful of historical portraits.

It 
is from the noted Joseph Harrison collection, of this city, 
and it was painted about the same time that the Baldwin por- 
trait was, and which is now hanging in the office of the 
Baldwin Locomotive Works. Both were painted after Sully s 
return from England, rvhen he was at his best. 

Portrait of Rev. Thomas Knipe, 
by Godfrey Kneller. 

57 Rev. Dr. Thomas Knipe, i 638—1 711. Prependary of 
Westminster and successor to Dr. Busby as Headmaster 
of Westminster School, 1695. Life-size Bust Portrait in 
oil, by Sir Godfrey Kneller. See plate. 

The portrait is well known. Dr. Knipe was an ancestor 
of James Campbell, of Baltimore, zvho through marriag e 
became comiected with the family of Chief Justice Taney, 
Mr. Campbells son having married the daughter of Chief 
Justice Taney, and this portrait was purchased by the late 
Frank Etting at the sale of the effects of the late James M. 
Campbell, who was the Chief Justice's son-in-law . The 
subject of this painting is buried in Westminster Abbey. The 
artist who painted it, Sir Godfrey Kneller, was born in 
Lubeck, 164.8 , and died about 1723. He rvent to England, 
where he became Court Painter to Charles I, James II 
and their successors. He painted portraits of all the promi- 
nent personag es of the English Court. The portrait in ques- 
tion exhibits him in his best period, and is in an excellent 
state of preservation, and a magnificent example o1 the skill 
and beauty in portraiture zvhich won for him enduring fame. 
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Mrs. Thomas Knipe (nee Alicia Wofseley), 
by Sir Peter Lely.

Mrs. Thomas Knipe (nee Alicia Wolseley) was the second 
wife of Rev. Dr. Thomas Knipe and is buried in Westminster 
Abbey.

. the. most successful portrait painters, born in Westphalia in 
161 J. He removed to London in the reign of Charles I. and 
became one of his court painters, and after the restoration in 
1660 he received the title of first painter to Charles LL., the 
beauties of whose court were the subjects of his masterpieces. 
He died in 1680. This portrait is of a lady in early woman- 
hood a?id is painted in the conventional style of the artist. Lt 
was purchased by the late Frank M. Etting fro7n the same 
source as the preceding painting. 

Chief Justice Taney, by Leutze. 

59 Life size three-quarter length portrait, in oil, of Roger 
Brooke Taney, Chief Justice of the United States, by 
Emanuel Leutze. See plate. 

Chief Justice Taney was born in Calvert county, Maryland, 
March IJ, 1777, and died in Washington October 12, 1864.. 
He was appointed Chief Justice of the United States by 
Andrew Jackson in December 26, 18 'jj, and retained the 
position until his death. Lt was he who reiidered the decision 
in thd famous Dred-Scott case. 

The artist, Emanuel Leutze, was born in Wurtemberg, May 
2 4, 18 16, and died in Washington, July 18, 1868. He 
painted, besides many portraits, a number of important his- 
torical scenes relating to America. His portraits are noted 
for their truthfulness to nature, and the painting in question 
portrays the eminent jurist at the age of 83, at a period when 
the country was involved in civil war, and at a time when he 
was called upon to render decisions of the most vital import- 
ance in reference to the Constitutional powers of the States. 
This portrait is well known and enjoys the reputation of being 
the finest portrait of Judge Taney extant. Lt was painted for 
the family of James M. Campbell, the noted lawyer, of Balti- 
more, who married Judge Taney's daughter, and was pur- 
chased at the sale of the effects of Mr. Campbell by his rela- 
tive, the late Col. Frank M. Etting.

In 1836 it was 
submitted to Sir Thomas Baring, the great English collector 
and expert for his opinion, he submitted it to the commis- 
sioners of the Royal Gallery, two of whom thought it was by 
Durer, two expressed the opinion that it was painted by 
Morales {called the Divine) , and one would not express an 
opinion. It was then taken to Mr. Woodburn, the noted 
English expert and connoisseur, who unhesitatingly pro- 
nounced it to be a painting by Albrecht Durer. 

This is all the information zve can impart. In my judg- 
ment I shoidd say that it was painted by Durer. No matter 
who painted it, it is certainly a wonderful work of art ; about 
two-thirds life size. It depicts the head of our Lord crowned 
with thorns, all the agony and suffering he underwent in 
this most trying episode of his life is expressed in the face, 
the tears bronght forth by the intense suffering, caused by 
the crown of thorns piercing his flesh are so perfectly painted 
as to impress upon the onlooker, that they are actually flow- 
ing down the face, as also the blood issuing from the wounds 
of the thorns, the features portray the face of our beloved 
Saviour in manner never before or since attempted by any- 
other artist. In fact, the painting is so supremely divine- 
that one feels belter after viewing it. A sort of hallo sur- 
rounds its every touch. We can only advice our patrons to> 
call and view it.
